Thi» 
was the address Oswald cave as hit bcaia address (See Dataetlva's Bosa and 
Ptovall Report) 

At about 5iU5 FH, we causa back to the Homicide Bureau with Mrs. Lee 

Oswald, Knth Paine, and Klohael Paine. Hrs. Oswald farou^t her two itnall 

children alonp, Va pnt all these people In the Forgery Bureau Office, and 

I staved with them. At about 7i30 PM, Capt. Frits, along with a Russian 

interpreter arx) Pet. SenVel cane in and questioned Krs. Oswald and Kra. Pains. 

I llrtonod to the quostionintr. During the interroBBtion, Lt. Pay of the ID 

Bureau cams in and brought a rifle In to see if Krs. Oswald oould identify 

it. She said that it looked like Tier husband's rifle, f^e said that it was 

dark. After Eat. Penkol grot throupji taking the affidavit fros Mrs. Oswald, 

I took an affidavit froa Krs. Paine. In it she statad when she first net 

•aid 

the Oswalds and the different tines she saw then, ^a also/that Oswald bad 
spent Thursday night at her house (See affidavit). 

I«e Oswald's sttther and brother eame in while I waa taking the affidavit. 
X took the affidavit, and Capt. Frits asked ne to take these people hons. .Lt. 
Mo Kinney went with ae on this trip. Oswald* s Bother also want with «• to 
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Vra, Maine's honso, Va took theM poopl* hon* and returned to the office 
at aV)out lOtOO TH. At atent lliOO nt Z talked to Oawald for aV<ont 1$ 
tdnutos In Capt. Fritz' ■ office. Set. L. 0. Montfronery vas alio present 
at that tine. Onald would not nention an^rthinp alraQt the Fraaldent'a or 
Officer Tlpplt's nurder. I stayed at work until about 2iOO Ot. 

On Sattirday, Soveuiber 23, 1963, 1 reported for duty at lOtOO AH. At 
about lit 30 AM Cetectlvea Roae, StoYall, Moora, and nysolf left the office 
to go to Mrs. Paine' 8 house in Inrlng for a Bor* eoigplet* search (See 
Detective Rose's report). 

Ve cane back to the office at alroat LtOO FK. At about $iOO FH, Capt. 
?rlts told ret. Moore and bo to brlnK Michael Falne in and take an affidavit 
from him. Ve went by tha Irvin;- Police Station and took Det. John A. He Caba 
of the Irving City Police Copartnent to the houns at Wast Fifth with as. 
Ve took Kr. Paine back to the Pallos Police Station with us. At about 9l30 
PK, T took an affidavit from Mr. Paine. In It ha told about seeing the blanket 
in vhlch the rifle vas wrapped in his garage a few tlnee previous to tha 
•saassinatlon (See affidavit). After finiitiing, I ended ay tour of duty. 
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
